Another  example -of  ' the -benefit*  of  Army 
training  is  illustrated  by  the  composure  and  self- 
reliance  shown  by  the  servicemen  in  the  recent 
holiday  train  wreck  in  South  Carolina.

-formed  a human  chain  up  the  rocky  hillside  to 
tenderly  pass'  up  the  wounded.”  •• 

“They  were  marvelous,”  the  witness  said. 
“Had.it  not  been., for  them,  the;  whole  crowd 
would,  have,  been  raving  in  panic.”

I 1945  HAS  TAUGHT  US 

j A GREAT  LESSON 

By  Capt  Horace  B.  Weaver 

One  of  toe  major  lessons  1945 
has  taught  mankind  is  well  phras- 
ed by  the  prophet  Obadiah:  “What 
you  do  does  you  ” That  is,  what 
you  do  to  others  will  sometime  be 
done  to  you. 

Those  of  us  who  spent  part 
of  1945  in  Germany  have  seen 
. the  truth  of  Obadiah’s  state- 
ment. The  Nazis  who  took 
grain,  milk,  and  meat  from  the 
hands  of  Belgian  and  French 
children,  now  find  that  their 
own  children’s  hands  are  with- 
out grain,  milk,  and  meat.  What 
the  Nazis  did  to  Belgian  and 
Frenchmen,  has  been  done  unto 
them.  The  plundering,  looting, 
destruction,  killing  which  the 
-Nazis  did  to  the  small  democra- 
cies of  Europe,  has  come  upon 
themselves. 

One  of  toe  lessons  of  1945  is 
this:-  We  live  in  a moral  uni- 
verse; our  world  is  undergirded, 
not  only  by  physical  laws,  but 
also  by  moral  laws.  Both  the 
physical  and  moral  laws  of  our 
world  hold  that  “what  you  sow, 
that  shall  you  also  reap.”  The 
hate  and  cruelty  which  the  Nazi 
threw  into  the  face  of  the  world 
boomeranged  upon  themselves. 
Such  immorality  always  boom- 
erangs. “What  you  do  does  you. 

. The  old  year1  has  written  a mes- 
sage on  the  face  of  Europe;  all 
history  books  will  record  it;  that 
nation,  that  people,  or  that  per- 
son who  hurls  hate,,  cruelty,  jeal- 
ousy, or  falsehood  toward  any 
other,  will  find  that  his  deeds 
boomerang— they  return  from 
whence  they  were  hurled. 

It  is  important  therefore  that 
we  write  this  law  in  our  hearts, 
and  impress  its  truth  upon  our 
national  spirit,  fpr  not  only  do 
evil  deeds  boomerang,  but  so  also 
do  the  good  deeds.  If  we  cast  just- 
ice, good  will,  and  righteousness 
upon  the  waters,  they  will  return 
to  us.  In  1946  let  us  do  t hose 
things  which  will  bring  God’s 
goodness,  in  response  to.  our  liv- 
ing, upon  ourselves  and  our  na-
